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PREFACE. 


In writing the History of the St. Oswald Lodge, which was founded 


only forty years ago, 1 its Minute Books are very well preserved, 


yet it has been found necessary to seek information from other sources, 


and to draw upon memory and living testimony to elucidate some events, 
For many of the facts set down I am much indebted to the Prov. Gr. 
Secretary, Bro. Major H. E. Green, the most methodical keeper of 
records known to me. Our W. Bro. Nicholson, W.M. in 1902, has 
generously given me free access to all Minute Books and Treasurers' 
accounts; and Bro. Oswald Holmes has kindly allowed me to refer to 
his file of the Pontefract Advertiser, so ably edited by his late father, 
Bro. R. Н. Holmes, P.M., Е.К.А.5. Bro. Matthewman's book, “Masonic 
Addresses of T, W. Tew, P.G.M,” has afforded me much help in 
matters referring to our late highly esteemed Bro. Tew. I Бер to tender 
my sincere thanks to each and all of the above named. I have found 
much help also in the Summonses of Prov. Gr. Lodge and Gr, Chapter 


which are a treasury of Masonic History in this Province. 


The compilation of the matter of the following pages has been a 
source of pleasure to me, which has well repaid the labour. I trust that 
leniency may he shown to the imperfections of the book, and that no 
exception can be taken to the references and statements about people 
now living or to their deceased relatives. I have sought only to be 
accurate, not unkind or censorious. If I have erred it is by inadvertence, 


not of evil intention.

PONTEFRACT. 


Pontefract ıs a very ancient town in the West Riding of the County 
of Vork, situated about mid-way between the North Sea on the East and 
the Irish Sea on the West. It is pleasantly situated on an eminence, or 


rather on seven small hills, about 250ft. above sea-level ; and commands 


from many points magnificent views of the surrounding country, wh 


is undulated and picturesque. 


It is a market town and a municipality that received its Charter in 
1484. The population of the town was for a long time almost stationary, 
but since the opening of the coal pits, and the erection of the barracks 
in 1875, it has rapidly increased. In 1861 the Census gave 6262 in- 
habitants, including Monkhill, Park District and Tanshelf ; and in 1901, 


13424. In 1875 Ше borough boundary w. 


5 extended by Act of Parlia- 
ment, and the Municipality was divided into three Wards. This slightly 
increased the area of population. ‘The first railway near the town, that 
between Wakefield and Goole, was opened in 1848. 


There is no river, and consequently no bridge, nearer the town than 
the Aire at Castleford and Fe 


rybridge, from 2 to 3 miles distant, This 
fact perplexes the antiquazies and philologists who derive the name of 
the town from Pons fractus. 


The place has long been noted for its excellent malting trade, its 
market gardens, the growth of liquorice, and the manufacture of the 
demulcent licorice lozenges or Pontefract cakes. The soil is deep 
апа very fertile, 
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The most remarkable buildings in the town, in a historic and 
antiquarian sense, are the ruins of the once famous Castle, the Old Hall, 
and the impressive Church of All Saints at the foot of Castle Hill. The 
Castle was formerly one of the most formidable fortresses in the North 
of England. It was dismantled by Order of Cromwell the Protector in 
1649. Pontefract was the last town in England that held out for King 
Charles, and it was the first town in which the experiment of the Ballot 


in Parliamentary Elections was tried in 18 It is also one of the few 


municipalities that has complied with the requirements of the Education 
Act of 1870 without a School Board, and it has not yet adopted the Free 
Libraries Act. 


Pontefract cannot boast of many famous men in Military or Naval 


enterprise since the Interregnum, but it has not been wanting in names of 


worth in Literature, Lord Houghton аз а scholar, politician and poet ; 
Boothroyd, Fox, Holmes and Tew, as historians and archeologists ; 
Lund, Fox, and Swales as minor poets ; have added some lustre to the 
town by their writings. "The many Almshouses in the town speak of that 
“most excellent gift of Charity, the bond of all virtues,” that hides a 


multitude of venial defects, and that still lives in her people. 


The Origin of Freemasonry in Pontefract. 


This is not difficult to trace, as there are still a few of the earliest 
members of the Lodge surviving. From living testimony we gather that 
three gentlemen, non-masons (Messrs. К. D. Ryder, J. Routlidge, 
Geo. S. Robson), met at the house of Mr. Jerh. Rhodes, a Master 
Mason, and expressed a wish to join the Craft if a Lodge could be 
formed in the town. Mr. Ryder, in a casual conversation, named the 
matter to Mr. Т. W. Tew, at the Bank, not knowing that he was already 
a Mason, This was in the Autumn of 1861. At this time there were 
only known to be three Master Masons in the town, namely, Wm. 
Hall, P.M. “Integrity? Lodge, Morley, No. 529, Thos. Wm. Tew, M.M., 
“Scarsdale” Lodge, Chesterfield, No. 981, and Jeremiah Rhodes, M.M., 
“Fidelity” Lodge, Leeds, No. 364. The non-masons could do nothing 


towards founding a lodge beyond ex ing a desire for enlightenment, 


and the privilege of joining the fraternity ; but the three M. Masons, 
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stimulated by their aspiring friends. and actuated by the true spirit of 
Masonry, devised a plan of forming a Lodge in the town. 

When our Saviour said *Where two or three are gathered together 
in my name," He enunciated a general law, that three people agreeing 
in principle and working together to the same end can accomplish great 
things. Asa triad of forces they stand firm. *Quocunque jeceris stabit," 
asthe Manx motto runs, So it was in the establishment of the St. Oswald 


Lodge, three freemasons were found ready to act, three laymen agreed to 


support them. ‘The work began, and succeeded, and is still flourishing

This petition was transmitted to Grand Lodge, and in due time its 
prayer was granted; and the Warrant now suspended in the Lodge- 
room, dated Feb, 14th, 1862, was sent down without delay. Ву this 
Warrant “our right trusty and well-beloved brethren, Thomas William 
Tew, William Hall, Jeremiah Rhodes,” were appointed to be “the first 
Master, the first Senior Warden, and the first Junior Warden, for 
opening and holding the suid Lodge.” 

Here we have an instance of a M.M., who has not served the office 
of Deacon or Warden, being nominated by his brethren and appointed 
by the Grand Master to the chair of a W.M. of a new Lodge.

influence failed to impress the men of Pontefract with the civilizing

There were not two other masons found to unite with him in this 
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laudable design, but after the lapse of 38 years, “the three uninitiated 
friends of Masonry before mentioned determined to revive Lord 


Mexbro’s effort, and breathe into it the vitality of action.” 


The Name of the Lodge. 


The name “St. Oswaid, by which our Lodge was to be known, 
was doubtless suggested by Bro. Tew as suitable for a lodge in the heart 
of Osgoldeross or Oswaldcross. It is in accordance with the peculiarity 
of mind that characterized the first W.M. His love of antiquity and 


history, and his local patriotism, decided the choice of the name 


Mr. Tew in the above mentioned Oration, tells us that in the days 
of the Saxon Heptarchy there reigned in Northumbria a warrior of the 
name of Oswald. This soldier King became Bishop of Durham, and 


rendered his name memorable among us for his indefatigable labours, 
good sense, piety and munificence. Through him the first Christian 
eer of 


Church for the worship of God was built in these parts. The с: 


Oswald, like that of our ancient Grand Master Hiram Abiff, was short 


but glorious. Neither his piety, wisdom, nor valour, could secure him 
tranquillity in those turbulent times. Penda, the fierce King of Mercia, 
envied his greatness and detested his religion. In the year 642 A.D., 
Penda attacked and defeated the forces of Oswald, at Oswestry, or 
Oswaldstree, near Chester, when Oswald was slain. He was afterwards 
canonized at Rome, and August 5th is kept as the day of his death. 
The good Bishop, as St. Oswald, became the patron Saint of this district, 
and a Cross was erected between Pontefract and Verrybridge as а 
Memorial of his virtues. This St. Oswald's Cross, corrupted into Osgold 
Cross, gave the name to the Wapentake or Hundred in which we reside. 
No name more appropriate could have been selected for the new 
Masonic Lodge than that of a brave Saxon Prince ard Christian Martyr. 
It is calculated to inspire those who bear the name with а desire for his 
nobility and purity of life. Unlike Lodges called by ancient Roman 


names, or the prosaic names of modern towns, we bear on our banners 


the name of a hero whose love of home and country may be emulated, 
whose religious faith and zeal may be followed and whose good works 


are worthy of imitation. Inthe words of the Oration above quoted,

A few extracts from this address may suffice to show their tone and 
quality. “I cannot help feeling a pardonable gratification, as first W M.

of to-30 pm. It appears from the minutes that Bro. Wheelwright had 
been Treasurer hitherto, but as he had left the town Bro. Knight was 


now appointed to succeed him. 


Atthis meeting there were 17 members and r visitor 
present, and Bro. Tew was elected as W.M. for the second time, Joseph 
Knight, ‘Treasurer, and С.

1863. THE SECOND YEAR. T. W. TEW, W.M.

year with unabated activity and 
promotion to the office of Р.С. Steward, the first rung of the provincial 
ladder. 

Early in the year he gave a lecture on the second Tracing Board. 
Some extracts may be instructive. 

* Addressing many whose daily duties may be more or less com- 
mercial, I have to say that as Masonry can materially aid the progress of 
mankind towards civilization, the enlightened Freemason must aim at 
being a man of extensive scientific attainments in order that he may 


become acquainted with speculative Masonry in all its numerous in- 


tricacies. Masonry is, according to the general acceptance of the term, 


an Art founded on the principles of geometry, and directed to the 
service and convenience of mankind. But /reemasonry, embracing а 
wider range, and having a nobler object in view, namely, the cultivation 
and improvement of the human mind, may with more propriety be called 
a Science, inasmuch as availing itself of the terms of the former it incul 
cates the principles of the purest morality, though its lessons are for the 
most part “veiled in allegory and illustrated by symbols." The aim and 
end of the Institution is to excite men to acts of kindness towards their 
fellow-men. Craft Masonry recognises no sect or creed, but it requires 


a belief in the Scriptures, an acknowledgement cf the True and Living 


God and of the Son of Righteousness, so beautifully symbolized in our 
ritual. The first of the great doctrines held in sacred veneration by the 
Order is the existence of the G.G.O. T.U. and the immortality of the soul. 
The next doctrine is the Unity of Mankind. Tt levels all distinctions, 
making no difference among its members but personal merit. In a 
Masons’ Lodge the noblest Peer, the most distinguished member of the 
British Senate, fhe poorest negro that cultivates a cotton field, the 
humblest tradesman that waits behind a counter, the minister who serves 
God's Altar, the father of venerable age, and the young man in the prime 
of life, all meet on equal ground hailing each other as brethren- At his 
initiation the entered apprentice Mason has impressed upon his mind 


the practice of moral and social virtue; his duty to his God, his neigh 


bour, and to himself ; and whatever quarter of the globe he may be in 
there to dwell a quiet and peaceable citizen subject to the laws of his 
adopted country. These precepts are strongly enforced in the second 
and third degrees, which are but an extension of the first. Speculative 
Freemasonry is so far interwoven with religion as to lay us under the 
strongest obligations to pay that rational homage to the Deity which at 
once constitutes our duty and our happiness." He then goes on to show 
that the second degree is divided into five sections, and to trace the 


history of the Temple built by Solomon. “At the building of the 


Temple says Josephus, 3500 masons were employed, 2100 entered ap 


prentices, 1200 fellow Crafts, зоо Gebalites, each of whom presided over 
a Lodge or Company.” “There were only three Master Masons to 
whom tradition says the true secrets of a Master were known, namely, 
Solomon King of Israel, Hiram King of Tyre, and Hiram Abiff.” 
He then gives a description of parts of the Temple, and of its 
dedication, and of its furniture. He then describes the two pillars at 
the doorway of the Temple and the winding staircase, and what con 
stitutes a perfect Lodge. “Let this Tracing Board, brethren, ever 
remind us to guide our course on earth that we may continually grow 
more alive with gratitude to God, more anxious to be charitable to all 
men, more determined to obey the Commandments of God in all things.

Hitherto it has been customary for the W.M. to provide refreshments 
for the brethren on Lodye nights. This tax was now abolished, and 
quarterly suppers at the Hotel were substituted. Even this wholesome 
practice was liable to abuse, and was distasteful to many of the brethren 
as likely to cause Masonry to be evil spoken of. Hence the institution 
of light suppers on the Lodge premises every Lodge night from about 
the year 1875. Many happy evenings were spent in the dear old rooms 
above Mr. Arundel’s Offices, where we were all literally in touch with 
one another, though perfectly at our ease, and careless of the voice of 
the outside slanderer. The new Hall does not bring us so closely 


together, its spaciousness does not give the с

March. About this time the affairs of the Royal Masonic 
Institution for Boys demanded the attention of the Governors and 
subscribers. It was alleged that there was great extravagance and 


mismanagement. Several Committees of Investigation were appointed 


2rent times, and in every report it was shown that the alleged 
faults were real. In these just complaints and enquiries our D.P.G.M. 
took a very active part, and was well supported by other members of 


the St. Oswald Lodge. Happily these investigations were followed by 


the much needed reformation in every department of the Institution, 


Several officers retired on ample pensions, and after several years’ 


agitation the Secretary was induced to surrender his office. He re- 


ceived a compensation of £2500 in June 1890. The most satisfactory 


results in the education, comfort, and happiness of the boys were pro- 


duced by these changes, and the noble Institution was made worthy o 
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the most hearty and liberal support of all Freemasons. 

The R.M.I.B. was founded in 1798. Тһе boys were maintained 
and educated in separate schools until *a commodious Mansion at Wood 
Green, Tottenham, was inaugurated as a school in 1857, twenty-five 
bovs being admitted," (Report 1863 ) From that time the numbers 
rapidly increased. In 1859 there were 68 childrenin the house, in 1874 
there were 176, and 278 in 1896. In 1892 the Board of Management 
were "authorised to entertain negotiations for the realisation of the 
Estate” at Wood Green, and in 1896 the Quarterly Court further 
authorised the Board to “dispose of it to the best advantage, and to pur- 
chase a more eligible site where sufficient space for an enlarged school- 
house and playground would be available, and to erect thereon a new 
school.” Although this scheme met with some opposition in the pro- 


vinces it was happily carried out in the centenary year 1898.

a Surveyor and Civil Engineerthere. Being subsequently engaged in sur- 
veying the town or village of Batley in 1839 he attracted the notice of the 
West Riding Surveyor of roads, bridges and public buildings, and was at 
once taken into the office. There for 62 years he proved his worth аза 
man and his value as an Artist by his increasing skill and knowledge, his 
untiring industry and capacity for work, and by his fidelity to trust. His 
kindly disposition, his harmless jokes and pleasantries, his equable and 
amiable temper have won the esteem of all who know him. His prolonged 
age, his vigour of mind and body and the preservation of all his faculties 


go far to prove that hard work conduces to health and longevity. 


1883 TWENTY-SECOND YEAR. GEO. HY. LOCKING, W.M. 


The Lodge rooms were renovated this year and some new furniture 
was bought. The expenditure was excessive, and as it was not previously 
authorized by the Lodge there were complaints and remonstrances made.

Encyclical Letter recently issued. Bro. T 
denied the false accusations made against the brethren, and maintained 
that the grand principles of Masonry were directly opposed to all that was 
disloyal and irreligious, but promotive of virtue and good citizenship.”

Canon Tristram, in a sermon in the Durham Cathedral, in Jan, 1884, 
when the Freemasons of the County greeted H.R.H. the Duke of Albany 
there, alluded to these *anathemas of Rome," and also to the Grand 
Orient of France, which had “struck out the recognition of the One 
True God as the necessary prerequisite for admission within its ranks.” 
He defended Freemasonry against them both. Two sentences from the 
report of the sermon may be quoted. * With an open Bible in every 
Lodge, with Loyalty on every banner, with an Offertory for the Hospital 
of the County, with the son of our Queen at our head, in this House of 
God, we mean by this service to assert the three great principles of 
Fealty to our God, Brother- 


Masonry —without which it cannot breathe 
hood with our fellowmen, and Loyalty to our Royal Mother.” . . 
* Masonry is more than a mere social union, more than a mere friendly 
society, in which the great men help the poor and the poor men love 
the great. It should be, and to every true brother it is, a mode of 
exercising the great Christian duties of Fellowship, Loyalty, Godliness.” 
July 2. A letter was read announcing the resignation of the RW: 
Bro. Sir Henry Edwards, Prov.G,M., through ill health, and it was resolved: 
that a Petition be prepared and sent to H.R.H. The Prince of Wales, 
Grand Master, praying him to appoint Bro. Tew to the office of Prov. 


Grand Master. It was also resolved that the sister Lodges in the Province — 


be solicited to support the Petition by separate petitions from each Lodge 
July 28. Ata Meeting of Emergency the Lodge was opened in the 
1st. degree, then the Brethren formed in processional order to accompany: 
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Bro. Tew to the Pontefract Castle Excavations had been going on there 
for months past, and the foundations of the Castle and its inner buildings 
had been uneart hed.

densed history of the town and the Castle, illustrated with quotations 


from Shakespeare and the local poet Lund. He then “declared the Castle 
and its grounds open to the people of Pontefract for ever.” The Mayor, 
now in the 4th year of office, thanked Bro. Tew in the name of the people 
in an excellent and characteristic speech. А huge Banquet followed in 
the new Assembly Room. 

Bro. Tew was presentat the Lodge in October and thanked the 
brethren for their support in the above ceremonies, and at the laying of 
the foundation stone of the St. James’s Mission Church at Whitwood 
Mere, the parish over which the W.M. was Rector. This was followed by 
a Bazaar in the Castleford Mechanics’ Hall.

1885. TWENTY-FOURTH YEAR. GEO. POOLEY MARTIN, W.M. 


This was an important year in the history of our Lodge, and 
especially of its Founder, Bro. T. W. Tew,whose brilliancy of talent and 
powers of administration as well as devotion and industry in the interests 
of Freemasonry, singled him out as one fitted for the highest honours 
that could be conferred cn anyone in the Province 

In 1885 the failing health of Sir H. Edwards, now 7o years of аве; 
impaired his efficiency, as he thought, as Prov G. Master ; and it seemed: 
to him that resignation of the Office was incumbent on him. Sir 
Henry presided at Prov. Grand Lodge for the last time in April, 1884- 
In May he wrote an affectionate letter to his Deputy, Bro. Tew, to prepare 
him and the province for his retirement. On 18th June Bro. Tew, as 
D.Prov.G.M., issued a circular letter to all the Lodges announcing the: 
coming event. 
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On Jan 14, 1885, Bro. Col., Shadwell-Clerke, Grand Sec., wrote to 
Bro. Tew as follows :— 
“The M.W. Grand Master having now formally accepted, with regret, 
the resignation of R.W. Bro. Col. Sir Henry Edwards, Bart, C. B., of his office 
of P.G.M. of West Yorkshire, I am commanded to inform you that His Royal 
Highness has been pleased to confer upon you the high and distinguished office 
thus vacated, feeling confident that your future government of that important 
Province will amply justify the choice he has thus made.” 

Feb. 4. This letter was read in the Lodge to the delight of the 
brethren,who “offered their most hearty congratulations to Bro. Tew, and 
hoped it might be his pleasure to have the ceremony of installation at 
Pontefract." It was finally decided to hold the installation in Leeds unde: 
the banners of the eight Lodges located there. ‘The executive Committee 
consisted of W. Masters and P. Masters of the Leeds Lodges, and three 
others, but the St Oswald Lodge was not represented! The R.W. and 
Rt. Hon. the Earl of Lathom, Deputy Grand Master of England, and 
Prov. G. M. of West Lancashire, assisted by Col. Le Gendre Starkie 
Prov. С. M. of East Lancashire, installed Bro. Tew, on April 24, 1885, 
in the Albert Hall, Leeds. After the ceremony Bro. Tew delivered, as 
his manner was, a long and learned address, and then appointed his 
Deputy, Bro. Henry Smith, and other officers, of whom were Bro. Н. C. Е. 
Childers, M.P., (Lodge 910) Prov.S.G.D., and Bro J. J. Needham, B.D., 
(Lodge 910) Prov. G. Chaplain. 

The appointment of a Member of the Lodge St. Oswald to the 


exalted office of Provincial Grand Master was esteemed by the brethren 
sa a very great honour to their Lodge. 

I am very much indebted to Bro. Wm. Watson, P.Prov.S.G.Warden, 
Hon. Librarian of West Vorkshire, for the following facts, condensed 
from an Appendix to his “Н. Е. Beaumont MS,” published тоот; and I 
would tender my sincere thanks to him for this favour, and for his very 
friendly advice and assistance. Freemasonry in Yorkshire dates back at 
least to 1725, and the Province of West Yorkshire was formed in 1738. 
Tn this year the Earl of Carnarvon, Grand Master of England, appointed 
William Horton, Esq., of Coley, near Halifax, Prov. С. Master for the West 
Riding. He died in 1739 and early in 1740 Edward Rooke, Esq., of 
Royds Hall, near Bradford, was appointed his successor by Earl Kintore, 
G.M. In 1771 Sir Thomas Tancred, Bart. was presiding over the whole 
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County as Prov. С. Master. He was succeeded in 1780 by Sir Wm, 
Vavasour, Bart, and in 1784 by Richd. Slater Milnes, Esq. M.P., of 
Fryston Hall, who was succeeded in 1805 by his son Robt. Pemberton 
Milnes, Esq, M.P. In July, 1817, the County was divided into two 
provinces—R. P. Milnes became Prov. С. Master of the West Riding, and 
Lord Dundas, Prov. С. Master of the North and East Ridings. In 1821 
R. P. Milnes resigned, and in 1822 the Hon. John Savile, Viscount 
Pollington (afterwards Earl of Mexborough) was appointed Prov.G. Master

He was very highly esteemed by his brethren in Pontefract, and as а 
Mason he was ап ornament of the Lodge by his uniform urbanity, his 
strict propriety, and his proficiency in the ritual of Masonry. 


1886. TWENTY-FIFTH YEAR. ISAAC KABERRY, W.M. 
Masonically this was a busy year, in every other sense a peaceful and 
quiet year. There were 13 ceremonies in the first nine meetings of the 


Lodge and no other business of importance. ‘The number on the Roll 
at the end of the year was 6r, the average attendance 20°25 

In Noy. Bro. England was unanim ously elected W.M., and on his 
Installation in Dec. by Bro. Locking, he bestowed the Collars of Office 
on Bros, W. A. Glover, S.W ; C. W. Barber J-W. ; Greaves and Warde, 


Deacons; W. H. B. Atkinson, Secretary. Bro. Kaberry was punctually 


present at every Lodge Meeting. 


In the early part of 1878 Bro. KABERRY sought admission to our 
Lodge and on March 13th he was duly initiated. From the foundation 
laid that evening he raised a superstructure perfect in its parts and 
honourable to the builder. He rendered useful service afterwards to 
the Lodge as Secretary, J.W., S.W., and finally as W.M. He joined the 
К. A. Chapter 465 in January, 1883, held the chair of Z. in 1891, and 
was one of the founders of Chapter gro in 1893. Не held the rank of 
Prov.G. Registrar at the time of his death, April 7th, 1895. 

Bro. Kaberry was a native of Bradford, served his articles at Dews- 
bury, and was admitted a solicitor in 1875. He practised at Castleford 
and Pontefract with great success, and held several important public 
appointments. He was a gentleman of refined taste in music, art, and 
the drama, He was an energetic Churchman and was much esteemed 
as a choirmaster and lay-reader. His death at 50 years of age was re- 
gretted alike by his brother Masons, and all classes of the community. 
His ability as a lawyer, his geniality of disposition, his pleasant manners, 
and his perfect mastery of the Masonic Ceremonies rendered him most 
acceptable both in and out of the Lodge. He had also the rare merit 


of attending the duties of the Lodge after gaining his levels. 
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The annexed poem records an event which brought grief to the 
family of the W.M., and evoked the sincere condolence of his brethren 
Norman Kaberry, Lost at Sea, December 16th, 1886. 


The stars were hid, night brooded o’er the main, 
The winds were hushed, the clouds shed tears of rain, 
When Norman from aloft fell in the deep, 

And buoyant life was plunged in death’s long sleep. 
From duty’s post, unseen, he headlong fell, 

No friendly hand to help, no tongue to tell

1887. TWENTY-SIXTH YEAR. C. ENGLAND, W.M. 


This also was a quiet and happy year, so far as regards our Lodge, 
with only two initiations and their attendant ceremonies. But as it was 
the Jubilee year of the reign of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen, 
Grand Lodge and all Р. С. Lodges were anxious to celebrate the unique 
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occasion in a becoming loyal and charitable manner. Hence Grand 
Lodge promoted the National Memorial, the “Imperial Institute of the 
United Kingdom, the Colonies and India." 

The Earl of Carnarvon, the Pro.Grand Master, issued a letter in 
January to every English Lodge, to inform the brethren of this and 
to ascertain their minds on the matter. 

On March 3oth ata Prov. Gr. Lodge held at Huddersfield it was

An address of Congratulation to Her Majesty the Queen, was signed 
by the Earl of Zetland, and Bro. Tew, and their Deputies and Secre- 
taries. А Medal was afterwards struck in commemoration of the event. 
The speech of Bro. Tew on this occasion was very interesting in its com- 
parison between Masonry in 1837 and 1887. 

In 1837 there were 645 lodges in England, 100 in London alone. 

In 1887 there were 2210 lodges in England, 350 in London alone. 

In 1837 the Board of Benevolence had £10,000 invested capital, £1066 Con- 

tributions from Lodges, and granted £1040 to petitioners. 
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In 1887 the figures were £41,000, £7,700, £11,500 respectively. 

In 1837 the Roy. Mas. Inst. for Girls had an income of £1300, and 65 girls 
in the School. 

In 1887 the figures were, income £15000, girls 248. 

In 1837 the Boys’ School had £880 income and 60 boys boarded ош, 

In 1887 the Income was £13000, and there were 258 boys in the School. 

In 1837 there were I5 male Annuitants and 5 widows. 

In 1887 there were 178 male Annuitants and 227 widows, while the Income 

had increased from £801 to £18,020.

In October, 1883, 
he was exalted in Chapter 495, and in due time reached the Chair of H. 
He was one of the Founders of Chapter 910, and presided over it as 
M.E.Z. in 1895, and in 1897 was appointed Prov.G.As.S.E. 

Bro. England’s liberal contributions to the three Royal Masonic 
Charities entitled him to 23 votes. His masonic career has been marked 
by a praiseworthy constancy. He is, as a P.M., very regular in his 
attendance, is courteous to his brethren and faithful to his Lodge, Asa 
tradesman in the town he is highly respected and prosperous. He is 
the elder surviving son of the late Wm. England, whom every man re- 
garded as an honourable Christian gentleman.

Bro. GREAVES was initiated in due form in St. Oswald Lodge on 
March oth, 1881.

Chapter 495, in February, 1888, and joined in the petition for Chapter 
910, but ill health did not permit him to attend a meeting. Не was а very 
earnest and energetic Mason and well versed in the general ritual. He 
thought it an honour to do any work for the good of the Craft, Na 
Warden ever said to a novitiate with heartier feeling and deeper earnest- 
ness, “if you never disgrace that badge it will never disgrace you.” 
An unsullied apron was to him not only a badge of innocence and a bond 
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of friendship, but one for which monarchs might surrender а sceptre ог 
forsake a throne. 

He qualified as a Life Governor of the Girls’ School in 1883. For 
his truly Masonic and consistent character Bro. Greaves won the high 
esteem of his brethren, who sorrowfully planted their sprig of acacia on 
his last resting place in November, 1893. 

Bro. Greaves was a man of extraordinary stature. He admitteda 
height of 6ft. roin., but was generally believed to be at least 7ft. зіп. He 
was very proportionate in body and limb and stoutness. Bro. Greaves's 
humility was not only a native good quality, but also a necessary attitude 
whenever he entered the Lodge-room ; in fact he never passed the door 
without making the necessary gentlemanly act of obeisance. He stood 
high in the esteem of everybody. We shall never look upon his like again

He was exalted to the rank of R. Arch in the “Royal Sussex” Chapter 
дот, Jersey, on Feb. 5, 1874, and joined Chapter 495 in April 1882, and 
the St. Oswald Chapter 910 in April 1893. ‘The Collar of Prov.G 


Standard Bearer was conferred on him in 1891. 


Jro. Fisher generously qualified as Vice-President of the Masonic 
Boys' School with 24 votes, and of the Girls' School with 23 votes, and 
as Life Governor of the R M. Benev. Inst. with 23 votes. By his fidelity 
and zeal and by a praiseworthy observance of the three grand principles 
Bro. Fisher shed lustre on Craft Masonry in Pontefract. 11е resigned his 


membership of Lodge 910 in 1895. 


Bro. Fisher was born in Manchester in 1837. In 1856 he joined the 
York and Lanc. Regiment, and in the following year he was wounded in 
India in the memorable relief of Cawnpore, Tle served afterwards in the 
relief of Lucknow, and experienced there the horrors of a beleaguered 
city. For these gallant services he was awarded a Medal with two bars. In 
1876 he retired with the honours of Colour-Sergeant,and in 1890 Her late 
Buen conferred upon him the Medal for good conduct and long service, 
which bears an Annuity of £ro,and is perhaps equivalent to the Victoria 
Cross. Masonry is honoured by faithful men of the Robert Fisher type, 


1891 THIRTIETH YEAR. WILLIAM WARDE, W.M. 

1 This was in every sense a prosperous Masonic year. Six initiations 
With 16 ceremonies and one joining brother increased the Roll to the un- 
Precedented number of то members. The W.M. in this work maintained 
Ше efficiency that had marked the Masters of most of the preceding years. 
The attendance of the brethren was good, the W.M. was present at every 
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Meeting, and “that love and harmony, which should at all times charac- 
terize Masons,” prevailed in the Lodge. The Building Fund was raised 
to £163 5s 1d, the Charities amounted to £35 18s, and the Balance in 
hand at the end of the year was £54 155. 


Jan. 21. An illuminated address was presented to Bro. Hall, P.M., 
to commemorate his Jubilee in Masonry. (See page 39). 


Feb. 9. Avery successful Ball yielded a surplus of £12 14s. 9d., half 
of which was given to the local Dispensary. Bro. Fisher, P.M., and Bro 
Warde, W.M., presented their portraits to the Lodge. 


Oct. 14. The Initiation Fee was raised to 8 guineas. 


Dec. 9. Bro. W. Н. B. Atkinson was installed W.M. for the ensu- 
ing year by W. Bro. Locking. He invested Bros. Ream S.W, Egerton 
J.W., and P. P. Wood Treasurer. 


Bro. WARDE was admitted to the mysteries and privileges of Free- 
masonry in August 1882, and gradually rose by merit and ability through 
the subordinate offices to the Chair of W.M. in 1891. In October 1884 
he was exalted in the R.A. Chapter 495, and was M.E.Z. іп 1895. Не 
was one of the Founders of the St. Oswald Chapter, over which he pre- 
sided as Z, in 1897. Не was also a Mark Mason. In every office he was 
an indefatigable worker, and inspired others with a like Masonic zeal, the 
effect of which was felt in following years. 


Bro, Warde was born at Ackworth, June 28, 1848. In'1875 he bought 
the business and property of John Hartley, Esq., J.P., in Pontefract. He 
was a very successful tradesman, and an influential man in public affairse 
In 1882 he was elected head of the poll as Councillor for the North Ward: 
His vigilance and industry rendered him serviceable as а Town Coun 
cillor, a Poor-Law Guardian, an Overseer, a Park Trustee, and 
Chairman of the Trustees of the Castle Grounds, His sound judgment 
and capacity for work made him a valuable adjunct in any undertaking: 
He retired from business in 1896 on account of failing health, and died 
at Redcar, age 52, in Feb. 1900, deeply regretted by his Masonic brethren 
and by an extensive circle of friends in Pontefract, 
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An interesting Picric to Bolton Woods, in June, occasioned the fol 
lowing poem by Bro. Lord, P.M. :—

From small beginnings in an upper room of somewhat contracted di- 
mensions, Masonry has grown to be a numerous and an influential organi- 
zation in Pontefract. Though in 1875 a scion of the Lodge took root in 
Castleford, and so impaired the fruitfulness of the parent stem, yet the St. 
Oswald Lodge is now in its greatest vigour, and its strength is likely to 
increase. 


In this third decade the first Worshipful Master, Bro. Tew, has been. 
appointed the Chief Officer of all ranks of Masons in the West Riding: 
Other members have been honoured with Provincial rank asa mark of 


their efficiency in work, their constancy and zeal, and their beneficent 
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port of the Masonic Charities ; and some have held the onerous offices

By natural talent and industry he soon became 
proficient even in the smallest details of our ritual, and proved his know- 
ledge by 18 ceremonies at the 18 meetings of the Lodge in his year 
He was very strict in the observance of the Ancient Landmarks and 
Customs of the Order, and extended his studies to the more occult 
mysteries of the so-called higher degrees 


In Jan. 1886, he was exalted in Chapter 495, and was one of the 
generous Founders of Chapter ото, in April, 1893. His love of the 
Craft led him to join several other degrees of Freemasonry, as the 
Mark, the Knight Templars, the Rosicrusians, etc., in each of which 
he was promoted to office.

Dec. 20. Bro. E. Foulds, unanimously elected W.M., in November, 
was installed by the retiring Master Bro Atkinson. He then invested Bros 
Egerton S.W., Morrell J.W., Lees S.D., Lawson J.D., Bentley Sec., and 


P. P. Wood, Treas. 
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Bro. JAS. ATKINSON was admitted to the St. Oswald Lodge, on 
February 21st, 1883, and he wore the distinguishing badge of Master 
Mason unstained for 163 years, 


As Senior Deacon, Secretary, and 
Senior Warden in three consecutive years, he served the Lodge well, 
and was well equipped for the W.M.’s chair in 1893. He was exalted 
in the К, A. Chapter 495, in July, 1888, and soon qualified himself for 
the onerous duties of Prin. Sojourner. He joined in the petition for a 
Charter for Chapter 910, and was worthily elected and installed M.E.Z. 
in 1896. In Masonry, as the Psalmist says, “Promotion cometh neither 
from the East, nor from the West, nor yet from-the South,” but it is con- 
ferred according to merit and abilities. This was the experience of Bro. 
Atkinson among many such men in our Lodge. 


Bro. Atkinson was born in Hull, August 4th, 1827, and died Octo- 
ber 22nd, 1899. He was educated at the Thorne Grammar School. He 
carried on a good business as a Printer and Stationer in Pontefract, and 
for many years was voluntary Choirmaster at St. Giles's Church, and 
for a few years was Churchwarden. When he left the Choir in 1878 
the Vicar, Churchwardens, and Choristers presented him with a beauti- 
ful Time Piece, which is an heirloom in the family. Bro. Atkinson was 
actuated by lofty and generous sentiments, and, asit was his deep-seated 
desire to honour all men and offend none, he obtained the esteem 
ofall his brethren and acquaintance. By his death Freemasonry in 
Pontefract lost an able and willing supporter. 


1894. THIRTY-THIRD YEAR, ELLIS FOULDS, W.M. 


Jan.25. А Lodge of Emergency was held when Bro, Tew, sur- 
pounded by the brethren full of sympathy for him in his sickness and ad- 
miration for his pluck and devotion, laid the foundation stone of the new 
Masonic Hall. He founded the Lodge 32 years before. After the 
Ceremony 46 of the brethren took luncheon with him at the Elephant 


Hotel. The inscription on a Brass Plate in the large Hall reads :— 


“At the N.E. Corner of the building the Foundation Stone was 
laid on the 25th day of January, 1894, by the R.W. Bro. T Уу, Tew 
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Р.Р.С.М. of West Yorkshire, P.G.D. of England, Founder of this 


Lodge.

July 2o. Resolved that Bro. Tew be asked to open and dedicate 
the new Hall in October next, “with as little ostentation and expense as 
possible.” 

Oct. 10 at 5 p.m. the brethren assembled in the Dining Hall of the 
new building. The W.M. presented a Silver Key to Bro. Tew, who, 
though in feeble health, “entered and opened the Lodge in due form and 
then delivered an eloquent and learned address.” He was carried from 
his carriage to the Lodge Roomand back again by four stalwart loving 
brethren. This was the last official Masonic ceremony that our noble Bro. 
Tew performed, and the last Lodge that he attended on earth. Nothing 
could be more appropriate than that the Founder of Masonry in Pontefract, 
when there were but three Masons, should end his splendid career by 
opening and dedicating the new temple for 76 subscribing brethren, the 
largest Lodge in the 32 years. 


Bros. Thos. Thompson and Jos, B. Smith were the last to be initiated 
in the cosy old roomsand the first to be raised in the spacious new rooms, 
J. G. Maxwell and J. J. Eley were the first initiates in the new home. 


Dec. 12. Bro. John Morrell, J.W., was installed W.M. by Bro. 
Locking. He conferred the Collars on J. Н. Greaves S.W., A. Н. Lees 
J.W., Lawson S.D., Wheatley J.D., Nicholson Sec., Monkman Treas. 

Bro. W. H. B. Atkinson presented a beautiful sideboard to the Lodge 
and Bro. Slack presented his portrait. 


Bro. FOULDS steadily persevered through the ceremony of his 
initiation on Dec. 8th, 1885 and in due time was raised to the third 
degree. In five consecutive years, 1888 to 1893, he proved his efficiency 
in the two deacons’ and the two wardens’ chairs, and was elected W.M. 
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Гог 1894. Не represented the Lodge as Charity Steward in 1896 ana 
1897, and collected 3o guineas forthe Masonic Boys’ School in the latter 
year. In April тдот he was honoured with the fasces in Р.С. Lodge as 
Prov.D.G.D.C. As а celebrant of the ceremonies Bro. Foulds is very 
proficient, and since he was invested with the badge of innocence he 
has exhibited the true principles of masonry in his life. He is a con- 
stant attendant at the Lodge Meetings, and is a useful, brotherly helper 
in any part of the work. The New Masonic Hall owes much to his zeal 
and energy in obtaining тоос in Debenture Shares, 


The untimely death of his successor, Bro, Morrell, necessitated a 
second year's service as W. Master of the Lodge. 


Bro. Foulds is a native of Bradford, a town that has nurtured many 
men of genius in Literature, Science, and Commerce ; as well as men 
of eminence among Masons. Destined from his early years to a busi- 
ness career he received at school a good commercial education, and at 
a suitable age he entered the office of a local manufacturing Firm. 
After a few years' experience there he passed to a Greek Mercantile 
House, and thence to Messrs Pope and Pearson's Colliery. Here he 
proved the value of his previous training, and as a competent colliery 
agent, an industrious and upright man of business, he has gained the 
esteem of his fellow townsmen. 


1895. THIRTY-FOURTH YEAR. JOHN MORRELL, W.M. 


Every year in Masonry has some distinguishing features, and the year 
1895 was marked by a deeper gloom than any of the preceding 33 years.

The new Masonic Hall was built from plans prepared byhim The 
beautiful Jubilee Chart of Members, now in the Ante-room, was 
presented by him in January, 1888, and is a pleasing evidence of his

1897. THIRTY-SIXTH YEAR. Rev. Е. E. EGERTON, B.A., W.M 


In March the “Rules and Regulations of the W.Y. Benevolent and 
Educational Fund," drawn up by a Committee appointed in Oct. 1896, 
Were adopted and approved in Prov. Grand. Lodge. 


At a meeting held оп March 2nd to consider these Rules, the 
members of the St. Oswald Lodge were divided in opinion as to the 
Wisdom of establishing a separate Benevolent Institution for this 
Province, but they gave a general assent to the suggested rules. Many 
of the brethren feared that the three Great Masonic Charities would be 
Seriously impaired by this new local, if not rival Institution. The event 
has not justified their fears. The new Institution has now (June тдог) 


above £2000 invested Funds, and has distributed more than £190 in 
local charity. 
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June 14. H.R.H. The Prince of Wales, G.M., to celebrate the 
Diamond Jubilee of the Queen, the Patroness of the Order, held a 
Meeting in the Albert Hall, London, when “at least 7000 Masons were 
present. On that occasion over £7000 was contributed, and half ofthat 
sum was devoted by the W.G. Master’s desire to His Hospital Fund, and 
the other half to the three great Masonic Charities" (P.G.L. Report.) 
Past Proy. Grand honours were conferred on members of Lodges 61, 
387, 521, 750, 810, 1042, 1239, 1736, 2091, and 2321, not including ото. 
Prov. G. Lodge voted £105 to the R. M. Institution for Boys to 


commemorate its centenary in 1898 


The newly revised Provincial Bye-Laws were adopted on Dec. 2oth, 
Bye-Law 37 was so framed as to allow the subscription to Lodge ото, 


among others, to remain as settled in 1862. 


There were great complaints this year about brethren of Lodge 910 
being in arrears, Every Treasurer of a public institution knows the 
vexations of his ungrateful but most important office. Sympathetic 
remonstrances were urged by the Р.С. Secretary and the D.P.G.M., but 
the difficulty remained. ‘The number of brethren on the Roll was 77, 
the highest record for 35 years. 

The W.M’s, abilities were exercised this year by four initiations and 
their subsequent ceremonies. 

Dec. 8. Bro. Egerton installed Bro. the Rev. A. H. В. Lees W.M. 
elect for 1898. He then invested Bros. Wheatley S.W., Bentley J.W.

Bro, the Rev. F. E. EGERTON, P. Prov. G. Chaplain, was initiated 
into the St. Oswald Lodge by Bro. Kaberry, March 17th, 1886, having 
expressed a laudable desire to render himself more useful to his fellow 


creatures. In a numerous Lodge where the aspirants are many and the 
Officers are few progress may be slow, and only those who attend well 
to their duties and show ability, can hope for preferment. Hence to be 
made S. Deacon in 1891, J. Warden in 1892, and S.W. in 1894, is 
meritorious progress. Circumstances outside the Lodge militated against 
Bro. Egerton’s attainment of Mastership until 1897. Though he could 
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not command success he merited it and proved a worthy and able W M, 
He was appointed Р.С. Chaplain in 1893. He joined the К. A. Chapter 
495, in February 1888, and signed the petition for Chapter ото in 1893. 
Having served in the various subordinate chairs he was installed M.E.Z. 
in 1900, and held the chair two years. 

Bro. Egerton graduated at St. John's College, Cambridge, in 1880, 
taking a rst class in the Theological Special Examination. He was 
ordained in September, 1880, and licensed to the Curacy of Pontefract. 
He was appointed to the Vicarage of St. Bctolph, Knottingley, in 
March, 1885, on the nomination of the Vicar of Pontefract, the Rev. J. J. 
Christie, M.A. During his incumbency the Church has been restored, 
the endowment of the Living augmented, a good Parish Room erected, 
and the National Schools have been enlarged. 


Bro. Egerton has filled many public offices well, as Member of the 
School Board, Urban District Council, and the Board of Guardians. 
Being outspoken and fearlessly conscientious in his criticism of public 
matters, he has at times, of course, been much abused, though the rate- 
payers have always given him their hearty support. His honesty and 
directness of purpose have gained for him the confidence and esteem of 


many friends. 


1898. THIRTY-SEVENTH YEAR. Rev. A. Н. B LEES, M.A., W.M. 


This was a quietand ordinary year unmarked by any special local 
event. The Bye-Laws of the Lodge were revised, and the date of meet- 
ing was changed from Wednesday to Tuesday on or before the full 
moon, to suit the convenience of several brethren who were members of 
the Town Council. 

Bro. Scott presented a beautiful framed portrait of the late Bro. 
Kaberry, P.M 

The Charity Steward, Bro. Foulds, collected 3o guineas (partly from 
the Alms Box) for the benefit of the R.M. Boys’ School, to celebrate its 
centenary. Twelve votes were conferred on the W.M’s. Chair. £134,000 
Was raised this year for this Charity, towards which West Yorkshire 
contributed £6100; a record. 
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At the meeting in October the Lodge was honoured by the presence 
of two Officers of the Grand Lodge—the Dean of York and Bro Т.В. 
Whytehead—friends of the W.M. 

Bro. Lees's experience this year was that of several other able W, М 
of the Lodge—a perfect familiarity with the ritual and working of the 
ceremonies with but few opportunities of exercising his skill and know- 
ledge. There were only two initiations, involving six ceremonies, this 
year. Ву resignation and death the number of effective members was 
reduced to seventy. 

Dec. 21st Bro. Lees installed his successor, Bro. E. Lawson, in 
the Chair of W.M. for 1899. Не then invested his officers, viz., Brothers 
Bentley S.W., Nicholson J.W., Heptinstall S.D., N. Greaves J.D. 
J. Routlidge Treas., and J. E. Poppleton Sec. 


Bro. The Rev. A. H. B. LEES, M.A., was initiated in Lodge дто on 
May 23, 1888. In 1892 he was appointed Prov. Gr. Chaplain. Having 
fulfilled the duties of the Deacons’ and Wardens Chairs in the Lodge 
he was unanimously elected W.M. for the year 1898. He sought and 
found the genuine secrets of a Master Mason in Chapter 495 in February 
1890, and was installed M.E.Z of Chapter 919 in April 1902. Bro. Lees 
has well earned the honours that have been conferred on him. His 
ability as an officiating W.M. is evidenced by the remark of Bro. T. B. 
Whytehead, of York, an eminent Mason and Past Officer of Grand 
Lodge, that he had “never heard the ceremony of initiation more im- 
pressively rendered." Similar words of eulogy were said by others when 
Bro. Lees installed his successor in the W.M's Chair. His devotion to 
the duties of the Lodge has not abated since he obtained the Past 
Master's Jewel. In this and other ways he is a very exemplary Mason. 


Bro. Lees, a native of Waldron in Sussex, educated at Hurstpierpoint 
and Keble College, Oxford, took an honours degree in Modern History: 
After his ordination in 1875 he was engaged in School work at Ardingley 
inSussex two years, and was Head Master at the Minster School, 
York, ten years, and in 1887 was appointed Vicar of Ferry Fryston. For 
five years he has been superintendent Examiner for the Oxford “Locals,” 
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1899. THIRTY EIGHTH YEAR. EDWIN LAWSON, W.M. 


The subject of arrears of subscriptions was the burden of a letter 
from the Pr.G. Sec., and in February there arose the unprecedented and 
unhappy necessity of excluding several brethren in hopeless arrear. ‘The 
Constitutions of Grand Lodge and the well being of private Lodges 
demand such discipline, and Р.С. Lodge has repeatedly urged that firm- 
ness should be exercised in such cases. A vigilant Treasurer is as valu- 


able an officer as even azealous W. Master. 


In June 1897 the Grand Lodge of Peru removed by a Decree the 
Volume of the Sacred Law fromthe Altars of Lodges within its jurisdiction, 
and suppressed the word Bible in its ritual. Consequently the Grand 
Lodge of England refused to recognise the Grand Lodge of Peru and any 
Lodges holding thereunder as “true and genuine” orders of Masonry. 
We learn from the “Quarterly Communication” of Grand Lodge of 
Mar. 1st, 1899, that H. R.H. the Grand Master of England, having learnt 
that the W.G.M. of Peru had recently “issued a decree abrogating the 
decree of June 13th, 1897,” and had “ordered the restoration of the 
Volume of the Sacred Law to its place upon the Altars and in the 
Ritual,’ now submitted four resolutions to Grand Lodge : 

1.—“ That this Grand Lodge hails with the greatest satisfaction 
the reversal by the Grand Lodge of Peru of its decree of the 13th of 
June, 1897.” 


2—* That this Grand Lodge welcomes the return of the Grand 
Lodge of Peru to its place among those supreme Masonic Bodies which 
acknowledge a belief in the Great Architect of the Universe, and the 
presence in Lodges of the Volume of His Sacred Law, as essential land- 
marks of the Craft." 

3-—“That so long as the Grand Lodge of Peru and the Lodges 
holding thereunder respect these ancient landmarks, and practise pure 
Masonry, they are entitled to recognition by English Masons as true and 
lawful Masonic Lodges or Bodies." 

4:——* Гаї a copy of the foregoing Resolutions be transmitted to 
the W.M’s of all Lodges . . . to cause them to be read and entered 
9n the Minutes." 
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These Resolutions were passed and confirmed in Grand Lodge 
but they have found no place in the Minute Book of Lodge 910. 


This vigorous action shows us how “true and genuine" Freemasonry 
regards Atheism or disbelief in God, “the maker of all things and judge 
of all men." The ** Grand Orient of France" is still under the ban of 
proscription, It is not possible to say whether the writer of Psalm 36 was 
a Mason or not, but he knew well how to estimate the “abominable sin” 
of an “ungodly” or godless man. Не said of an Atheist: “ The words 
of his mouth are unrighteous and full of deceit. He hath left off to 
behave himself wisely and to do good He imagineth mischief upon 
his bed, and hath set himself in no good way, neither doth he abhor 
anything that is evil” (Pr. Bk. version.) 

In the Ancient Charges it is said “А Mason is obliged by his 
tenure to obey the Moral Law ; and if he rightly understand the Art he 
will never be a stupid Atheist nor an irreligious Libertine . .. Leta 
man’s religion or mode of worship be what it may he is not excluded 
from the Order, provided he believe in the Glorious Architect of heaven 
and earth and practise the sacred duties of Morality.” (Book of 
Constitutions.) 

Dec. 12, Bro. Lawson following the lead of several of his prede" 
cessors installed his successor, Bro. Bentley, in the W.M’s Chair for the 
ensuing year. The Officers then invested were Brothers Davies S.W., 
Hemmant J,W,, Routlidge Treas., and Poppleton Sec. 


Bro. E. LAWSON, the worthy W.M. in 1899, was initiated in the 
Lodge 910 on Sept. 28, 1887. Promotion followed upon merit, and in 
four consecutive years he creditably filled the two deacons’ and the two 
wardens’ chairs. On attaining the high rank of W.M. he was actuated 
by the desire to emulate the ability that had marked his predecessors 
for several years past, and he well maintained the efficiency of the Chair. 
The Past Master's Jewel for many of the last years of our history has 
been a well merited badge of honour, which Bro. Lawson, as one of the 
recipients, may proudly wear. Asa Past Master he is still faithful to his 
Masonic duties.

Bro. Lawson was decorated with the К.А. sash and jewel in Chapter 


ото оп Oct т, 1894, and was installed second Principal in April 1902. 


Bro. Lawson is a native of Whitley near Snaith, 1853. He entered 


upon the active business of life in his early 'teens, endowed with native 


talent and untiring energy. His industry and aptitude as a commercial 
man are elements in his success. He is now a vigilant and able director 


of several important manufacturing and commercial companies. 


1900. — THIRTY-NINTH YEAR. JOS. ARNOLD BENTLEY, W.M. 


For several years the financial condition of the Lodge has not been 
quite satisfactory. The working expenses have been unavoidably heavy, 
The interest on the Debenture Bonds, and the cost of maintaining the 
Hall within and without, and other local expenditure, have been too 
heavy to allow any contributions from the Funds of the Lodge to the 
great Masonic Charities. This is to be regretted, Nevertheless the 
sufferings of our brethren in the deplorable war in South Africa have 
claimed and obtained some help from the Brethren of Lodge 9ro. 
Nearly £10,000 has been raised by the Craft in England for the relief 
of brethren in the Transvaal, of which sum the Grand Lodge of West 
Yorkshire contributed „467. Among the rejected proposals for economy 
and retrenchment in order to facilitate the exercise of Charity by the 
Lodge was that of selling off the vacant land in front of the Masonic Hall. 


The Letters of condolence on the deaths of Bros. Raper, Warde, 
P.M., Robson, P.S.W., Pygott, and others tell their own tale of sorrow. 

There were but two initiations this year with their subsequent 
ceremonies, all ably performed by the W.M. 


Bro. Egerton presented to the Lodge his portrait as P.M., and Bro. 
Holmes that of his father as Past Master, in 1876. 


Dec. 4. Bro, Ambler Davies, elected in November, was installed 
W.M. for the first year of the new Century by Bro. Bentley the retiring 
Master. The other officers then invested were Bros. Nicholson S.W., 
Heptinstall J-W., T. Butler S.D, E. Vaux J.D., Routlidge Treas., 
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Poppleton Sec, ; worthy Freemasons all. ‘The Roll is now 67 members 


The debt on the Building is £4167 16s. 


Bro. J, А. BENTLEY was admitted to the St. Oswald Lodge on 
June 17th, 1891, and has done honour to his proposer and to the Lodge, 
He had the advantage of being Secretary for two years, 1895, 1894, in 
which capacity he had an opportunity of learning more of the inner 
character of Masonry, and of the working of the Lodge, than can be 
acquired in other subordinate chairs. ‘To observe and record the pro- 
ceedings in the Lodge room and to maintain correspondence is good 
training for the W.M.'s chair. ‘This, and his experience as S.D., J.W., 
and S.W., well qualified Bro. Bentley for the Chair in 1900, which he 
filled with great ability and satisfaction to the brethren. He has well 
maintained the reputation of the I.odge by installing his successor . 


He was the first W.M. to be exalted in the new Chapter St. Oswald 
in June, 1893, and now he worthily holds the position of S.N.

1901. FORTIETH YEAR. AMBLER DAVIES, W.M. 


For many years past the Lodge has been presided over by very com- 
petent W. Masters, and every novitiate has borne testimony not only to 
the solemnity of the ceremonies but also to the impressive manner of the 
celebrants. The first W.M. of the century has suceessfully emulated the 
good reputation of his predecessors. Yet one may be surprised to learn 
that only seven candidates were presented between October, 1897, and 
December, 1901. In the meantime death and resignations reduced the 
effective members from 77 to 64. In this, as in the previous year, five 
letters of condolence tell the afflictions of the brethren and the loss to 


the Lodge. 
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The death, on January 22, of Her Majesty the Queen, the Patroness 


of the Order, cast an especial gloom over all Lodges of Freemasons. 


In commemoration of the Installation of. H.R.H. the Duke of 
Connaught, K.G., in July, 1901, as M.W- Grand Master, members of ten 
Lodges in this province were appointed to honorary past Provincial 
Grand Rank, and others to Past Grand Rank. In April, Bro. E 
Foulds, P.M., 910, was honoured with the Collar of Prov. Dep. G.D.C, 


Among the presentations to the Lodge this year may be named two: 
Masonic Pictures and a certificate of Stewardship by Bro. Holmes ; a 
portrait of his father, W,M. in 1865, by Bro. Routlidge ; and a portrait 
of his father, W.M. in 1893. by Bro. W. Atkinson. 


Dec. 18. Bro. R. W. Nicholson was duly installed W.M. for the 
ensuing year by Bro. Davies, I.P.M. and Charity Steward. He selected 
as his officers, Brothers Hemmant, S.W.; Poppleton, J. W. ; Routlidge, 
S.D.; Barstow, J.D. ; T. Butler, Treasurer; H. Wood, Secretary. 


Bro. DAVIES, the W.M. in the year 19or, the last full year of the 
period under our notice, is worthy of esteem for his masonic ability, his 
devotion to duty, his zeal for the progress of Freemasonry, and his 
generous contributions to the Charities. Bro. Davies renders all the 
ceremonies in a masterly manner, and is a regular attendant at the Lodge 
meetings. He first saw the light of Masonry on March 25th, 1891, in 
Lodge 910. Не was Deacon іп 1897 and 1898, and S.W. in т90о.

In the third stage 
the mystery of the faith, the solemnity of death, the hope of a joyful

connection, between the prevalence of the number three in the various 
degrees of Masonry and in the rites and ceremonies, etc., of Christianity. 
‘The following is a resume of the paper :—Freemasonry is a “system of 
Morality veiled in Allegory and illustrated by symbols.’ It teaches that 
the Moral Law of the sacred volume is a Divine Law, and not a mere 
human or civic Code; that the one, true, and Living God, the Great 
Architect of the Universe, is omnipotent, omniscient, and omnipresent. 
‘The Volume of the Sacred Law—the Bible—is the bed rock of Free- 
masonry as it is of Christianity. Both systems hold one essential Article 


The reader went on to show the meaning of the blind, nude, and 
penniless condition of the novice ; the triple qualification; the sign, 
token, and word ; the threefold duty of the doorkeeper ; the three рге. 
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liminary questions, the three regular steps; the three great and the 
three lesser lights; the three degrees, the three chief and three subordinate 
officers; the three working tools in each degree; the three important 
Documents—the Warrant, Book of Constitutions, and Bye-Laws. 'The 
Novitiate is then directed to the meaning and application of the words, 
—just, perfect, regular; morality, allegory, symbol ; love, relief, truth ; 
signs, tokens, points; secrecy, fidelity, obedience; wisdom, strength, 
beauty; and to three ornaments of the Lodge; the three pieces of 
furniture, the three movable and the three immovable jewels ; and to 
the duties and secrets restricted to each of the three degrees in Free- 
masonry ; and so on. Lastly, the reader thought that this very remark- 
able use of the number three in the first stage or degree of the Craft 
was meant to symbolize the Tri-unity of the T. A.L.G. M.H., and that 
the ritual and symbolic teaching of the other degrees pointed to the 
same conclusion. 


‘The paper was well received, but a few of the brethren demurred to 
the teaching as not in accordance with the spirit of Masonry ; which 
they said, was a cosmopolitan and universal system of Morality and 
Brotherly Love, based on a belief in One God, the Great Architect and 
Ruler of the Universe, and on the revelation of His Will in the Volume 
ofthe Sacred Law, that it was neither Christian, Jewish, nor Moham- 
medan, nor of any other distinct or national creed.

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contributions to the four great Masonic Charities. The disposition has 
been and still is there, and if the brethren have had but little they have 


done their diligence freely to give of that little, knowing that it is as 


estima a virtue to be just as to be generous. The Contributions from 
the funds of the Lodge to the Masonic Charities have been such as to 
endow the Chairs of the various Officers with 27 votes for the Boys’ and 
the Girls’ Schools, and 18 for the Benevolent Institution, besides many 
such votes which have lapsed after 15 years’ tenure, The present voting 
power possessed and procured by the brethren is 142 votes for the 
Schools, and 194 for aged Freemasons and Widows. More than 360 


votes have been lost hy deaths. 


Of the thirty-eight Masters of the Lodge since’ 1862 twenty one are 
still living, and fourteen retain their connection with the Lodge. By 
merit or rotation twenty-two members of the Lodge, since 1862, have 
been honoured with Provincial Rank, of these eleven are still in frequent 


attendance at the meetings of the Lodge. 


Just and upright men, such as have ruled over the St. Oswald Lodge

2, are among the treasures of the Craft, and 
are important factors in the welfare and happiness of the community in 
which they live and move. 


The writer hassat in the Lodge-room under every worshipful Master

Masters of the last decade have been as proficient in the Ritual, as 
popular among the brethren, as regular and punctual in their duties, 
and as zealous for the honour of the Lodge and the good of Freemasonry 
in general, as those of any corresponding period of the до years. 
Harmony and fraternal kindliness, with mutual respect and esteem, 
still prevail among the brethren ; and the younger members show a 
laudable desire to advance in Masonic Knowledge, and to maintain 
the dignity and honour of the Craft. 


Freemasonry has been a beneficial institution in Pontefract for 
49 years. It has done much to console and comfort the bereaved and

Royal Arch Masonry and the History of the 
R.A. Chapter, “St. Oswald,” No. 910. 


The origin of the Masonic Order, called somewhat ostentatiously, 
“The Holy Royal Arch of Jerusalem," is as obscure as is that of the 
Craft, though perhaps less ancient. — The study of its origin and history 
has engaged the attention of many Freemasons of eminence, notably, 
Bro. К. F. Gould, and Bro. W. J. Hughan, who have deduced from 
ancient MSS. the fact that in. England speculative Masonry existed in 
the sixteenth century, and was historically connected with the operative 
masons who built our ancient Cathedrals. It dates back with some 
certainty to the time of Richard IL, 1377 to 1399, and probably to 
the time of King Athelstan, 925 to 940. 


The incidental references, in the oldest writings extant, to the Royal 
Arch, show that it was originally but an advanced stage or degree of a 
Craft Lodge. Dr. Mackey says that * Until the year 1740 the essential 
element of the Royal Arch constituted a component part of the 
Master's degree." 


From the Provincial Grand Chapter Summons and Report, 
May 4th, тдот, we learn that the “first mention of the Royal Arch is 
in a Dublin newspaper of the year 1743." The next reference is in

occupied the chair of Deputy Provincial Grand Master with conspicuous © 


ability and industry since May, 1837, was appointed the first Grand 
Superintendent of the province of West Yorkshire by the Earl of Zetland, 
the M.W. Grand Master. He resigned this office in October, 1856, and 
died on November 6, aged 61 years. His successor, E. Compn. George: 
Fearnley, M.D., was installed Grand Superintendent by the Earl of 
Zetland at Dewsbury, or May sth, 1858. This is the first recorded 
Grand Chapter Meeting of which there are any minutes. The now 
venerable Bro. Henry Smith, P. Prov. G. H. was present at that meeting. 
On this memorable occasion eight of the seventeen Chapters in the 
province were represented, namely, Nos. 139, 208, 258, 275, 289, 290, 
302, and 600. 


From this time Royal Arch Masonry, under its active Superinten- 


dent, increased in favour and in numbers. 


On Dec. 16th, 1863, the indefatigable Dr. Fearnley, then Mayor of 
Dewsbury, laid the foundation stones of a Drinking Fountain at Dews- 
bury, and of Baths at Batley. These were the last public functions of 
this excellent Mason. His death speedily followed, and on Jan. 15, 1864, 
great numbers of his sorrowing brethren planted their sprig of acacia 
in his grave. His portrait may be seen in the Dewsbury Town Най. 


On the sth October, 1865, the Right Hon. the Earl de Grey and 
Ripon, who was installed Prov. G. Master in May, 1861, was appointed 
Grand Superintendent of this Province. 
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From Ше report of the meeting of Provincial Grand Chapter at 
Wakefield, Nov. 13th, 1872, it appears that the Grand S.E.—Wm., Gray 
Clarke—wrote on April 22nd, 1868, to the M.E.Z. of Chapter 208, 
stating. that he “had no official information that Lord de Grey was 
installed. Grand Superintendent and had held a Provincial Grand 
Chapter; and that no Prov. Grand Chapter existed until that oficia? 
information had been transmitted." 


This letter confirmed the misgiving previously felt about the status 
of the Grand Chapter in West Yorkshire, which led to the above 
correspondence. Hence further enquiries were at once instituted. 


At this meeting—November 13th, 1872, —M. E. Comp. Bentley 
Shaw, J.P, D.L., Provincial G, H., acting as Z., reported the result of 
his enquiries as to the constitution and position of Provincial Grand 
Chapter, to the effect that 


1. “The Prov. С. Chapter existed under the late M. Е, Comp. 
Dr. Fearnley, terminated with his death, and was again called into 
existence when Lord de Grey was appointed and held his first Grand 
Chapter as Prov. Grand Superintendent." 


2. “That Provincial Chapters were not at liberty to ignote the 
Prov. Grand Chapter, the latter being the local head of Royal Arch 
Masonry in the Province,"

There are no minutes to be found of the arrangements made at this 
meeting, but it is evident that the companions were actively employed 
during the next few weeks in getting together the necessary furniture and 
equipments for holding and consecrating a Chapter in April, and for the 
reception of Provincial Grand Chapter in May, and for the suitable enter- 
tainment of visitors on the two occasions. 


The Principals elect were fortunate in having the valuable advice 
and assistance of the Grand Superintendent. Most of the indispensable 
furniture and regalia was bought, The Altar and its proper fittings were 
the gift ot the ever generous M.E. Comp. Tew. Other less costly articles 
were given by Companions Mathers, Atkinson, England, Warde, Slack, 
and Lord. The robes, collars, and necessary vessels used at the conse- 
cration of the Chapter were hired for the occasion. E. Comp. W. 
Mathers subsequently presented a complete set of collars and jewels for 
the Officers. And so, with the aid of subscriptions and exaltation fees 
the debit account at the end of the first year was only £30 17s. 4d., 
after paying for all the costly paraphernalia and other expenses incidental 
to the formation of a new Chapter. 


The first Meeting of the Chapter was held on April 17th, 1893, 
when M.E. Companion Chas. Letch Mason, P. Prov. G. H., in the 
presence of eighteen other Pr. Grand Officers, and the seventeen mem- 
bers named in the Petition, consecrated with the usual ceremonies the 
new Chapter, “St, Oswald,” No. ото, in the Masonic Rooms, Ropergate, 
Pontefract,

The Companions then adjourned to the Red Lion Hotel for suit- 
able refreshment. 


May 15. Prov. G. Chapter met under the banner of Chapter 910, 
in the Town Hall Assembly Room, and was presided over for a while by 
the M.E. Comp. Tew, Gr. Superintendent, He was wheeled into the 
Assembly Room in an invalid's chair by his two nurses, The PG, 
Chapter was opened in due Form and the usual Salutations were made 
to the Grand Officers and to M. E. Comp. Col. the Hon. W. Т. Orde 
Powlett, Gr. Sup. of N. and E. Yorkshire. 


At the request of the Gr. Sup. the Pr. G. H. designate (Henry 
Smith) delivered an address, saying, —“ Companions, You will rejoice to 
see our Grand Superintendent present among us to-day. His last 
appearance in Prov. G. Chapter was at Keighley, on May 6th. 1891, 
two complete years ago. While welcoming with gratitude an improve- 
ment in his health I must remind you tbat the recovery is only partial. 
We must therefore be content with seeing him only. He thanks you 
silently from his heart for your cordial salutation, and your sympathy. 


“ He wishes me to say that during his forced absence from our 
meetings he has been kept well informed of all that has gone on, and 
that his interest in all the Chapters remains unabated. His determination 
to retire has been arrived at with great regret, but he hopes to retain a 
little longer the office of С. Superintendent. 


“ With respect to myself, having been P.G. Scribe E. since 1870, and 
faithfully discharged the duties of the office for 23 years, Comp. Tew 
to-day confers upon me the honourable distinction of Prov. С. H.; and 
the Collar of S.E. he gives to E. Comp. Н. С. E. Green. 
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“The year just closed finds us with 42 chapters and 1257 members 


on our roll. Ishould like to inspire the Principals and Companions 


with * Esprit de Corps," so that they may not only perfect themselves 
in our very interesting ritual, but make their respective Chapters patterns 
of order and regularity, and that they may conform willingly and 
promptly with the Regulations to which we all owe allegiance.” 


The Report (see P.G.Ch. Summons) goes on to say that М.Е. Comp, 
Tew, (seated in an Invalid's Chair) said how thankful he was to the 
'T. A.L.G М.Н. to be able to be present, and how deeply he felt the 
abundant sympathy which he had received from his numerous Masonic 
riends. He trusted R. A. Masonry would advance and progress until 

had permeated the whole province of West Yorkshire.” 


He then alluded to the acquisition of a site and the probable 
erection of a new Masonic Hall in Pontefract, which was much needed. 


He then distributed the Collars for the ensuing year ; Comp. W. 
Mathers, P.Z., 910, was appointed Prov. G. St. Bearer. 


After this extraordinary exertion his attendants took him ‘away 
fatigued and distressed, amid the sifent sorrow of the large and 
sympathetic assembly, few of whom would see his face again. His 
beneficent labours were ended, and he entered into his rest on 


March 29th, 1895.

3d.—the largest deficit on record— 
owing to the purchase of robes and printing of by-laws. There were 
three exaltations this year.

The St. Oswald Chapter may now be considered to be safely on its 
way to permanence and success, with 32 members. It has a proper code 
of By-Laws appointing four meetings a year, namely, April, October, 
December and February, and it has its own complete regalia and 
furniture.

It is to be hoped that the brethren who have succeeded to the 
valuable heritage of our Lodge will make it their aim, as it is their duty, 
to recover its lost influence in the three great central Institutions, and to 
maintain its reputation for general and specific Charity.
